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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the disclosure of Huesman 
that "MRI data were acquired. ..for two respiratory states: peak inspiration, and near maximum expiration" does not constitute initiation and 
termination of image data acquisition based on prospective gating points. Examiner maintains that the times of peak inspiration and near 
maximum expiration constitute prospectively determined points for data acquisition initiation, and the duration of 7 cardiac gates constitutes 
a predetermined/prospective point for data acquisition termination. Since Huesman clearly states that the data is acquired for those two 
respiratory states, there is no support for Applicant's allegation that Huesman continues to acquire image data beyond those time periods. 
Should Applicant wish to overcome the current grounds of rejection, Examiner suggests that Applicant amend the claims to recite a more 
specific type of prospective gating point that would explicitly distinguish over the respiratory states described by Huesman.. 
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
